The Love Dare 

Receive this as a warning. This forty-day journey cannot be taken lightly. It is a 
challenging and often difficult process, but an incredibly fulfilling one. To take this dare 
requires a resolute mind and a steadfast determination. It is not meant to be sampled 
or briefly tested, and those who quit early will forfeit the greatest benefits. If you will 
commit to a day at a time for forty days, the results could change your life and your 
marriage. Consider it a dare, from others who have done it before you!” 

This is the introduction to The Love Dare book by Stephen and Alex Kendrick. Aaron 
and I first heard of the Love Dare after seeing the movie Fireproof. Shortly after 
seeing the movie, I went online to learn more about the movie and to see if the Love 
Dare actually existed. While on their site, I saw that there was an actual Love Dare 
book published. Curious about The Love Dare I decided to get a copy. As I read the 
back it said, “The Love Dare is a 40-day challenge for husbands and wives to 
understand and practice unconditional love. Whether your marriage is hanging by a 
thread or healthy and strong, The Love Dare is a journey you need to take. It’s time to 
learn the keys to finding true intimacy and developing a dynamic marriage. Take the 
Dare!” 

After reading the back cover, I decided it would make the perfect Lenten Journey, so I 
purchased the book for Aaron for Valentine’s Day (good way to get the hubby to go 
along with it). We agreed that we would try to do The Love Dare for the 40 days of 
Lent. We began by reading each day together, which starts with specific scripture and 
a passage that explains a unique aspect of love and marriage. After reading the 
passage, you are given a dare to do for your spouse. Then at the end of the day, we 
would come together and journal how the dare went and what we learned from that 
days dare. 

We soon discovered that we were communicating about things we had never really 
given much thought or wanted to give much thought. We also realized that we had 
taken each other for granted in so many ways and that it was time to recognize our 
unconditional love for each other in the simpleness of everyday life. 

The dares throughout the whole book are based on the unconditional love God has 
for us. The dares main goal is to help couples reach that form of unconditional love 
towards each other. It focuses on leading our hearts rather than following our hearts. 
In other words, sometimes you have to bite the bullet and do things for your spouse 
simply because you love them: for better and for worse, in good times and bad. One 
of the first dares is about stopping negative thoughts and words. The dare seems so 
simple but it is really harder than we think at times. The great thing about these 
dares is that you can make them specific to your relationship. We found that there 
were some dares that were harder to complete than others. And even some dares that 
did not really apply to us. 

Throughout the whole process, we both agree that the dare made our marriage 
stronger. It brought us closer to each other and to God as a couple. We have made 
time in our marriage to read the Bible and pray together. Just last week we had 
Father Mark renew our vows, which was an awesome experience. We renewed our 
love for one another in God’s presence. This dare made us realize we need to cherish 
and honor one another for all the days of our lives. Your life together is before you, 
dare to take hold of it and never let go!
